EXPLANATION

This bill provides that in addition to pharmacies_and
medical facilities that participate in the prescription drug
donation repository (Code chapter 135M), the department of
public health may also receive prescription drugs or supplies
directly from the prescrigtion drug donation repository
contractor and mag distribute the prescription drugs and
supplies to eligible individuals pursuant to the program. The
department may receive and distribute such prescription drugs
and supplies during or in preBaration for a proclaimed state
of disaster emergency or a public health disaster. The bill
provides that the department is to adopt rules for eligibility
criteria for individuals to receive donated prescription drugs
and supplies dispensed directly by the department through
persons licensed to dispense prescription drugs and supplies.
The bill also provides immunity from civil and criminal
liability for the department, or the department®s employees,
agents or volunteers acting reasonably and in good faith under
the program.
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
